There are now two different versions of what Liu murder 
Suspect Tung Kuei-sen，Ssaid in his Own extradition hearin8s 
before the Brazilian Supreme_ Court， In the first version， 
Tung openly admitted his role in the Liu assassination and he 
contended that he acted as an agent of the Taiwan 8ovcrn- 
ment，、He further said he and his associates were ordcrcd to 
kill Liu _ because of his writing8s.， He also claimed his life to 
be in danger because of what he had to disclosc about the 
asSassinatl0n. 


This version was first reported by a Xinhua reporter who 
apparently was present at the hearings. The Xinhua version 
was confirmed two weeks later by two separate versions，the 
Centre Dally News of NY and the Associated Press，both of 
whlich_ attributed--their information to official sources within 
the US embassy in Brasillia. The embassy information，we arc 
told，was based lin turn on Tung's oral testimony and court 
documents.， In other words，we have no reason toO doubt 1ts 
authenticity. 


The opposin8g version has come toO us mysteriously by way 
of a KMT-controlled newspaper in Taiwan in an exclusive， 
half-hour trans-Pacific telephone interview with Tun8g Kucel-sen 
himself， This version contradicts just about every major poOlnt 
reported in the first version. We have no third party confir- 
mation thus far of its authenticity. But this version 1S fully 
consistent with the official position of the Taliwan governmcnt 
since last year. Other than admitting his role in thc murdcr， 
Tung denied any relation he had with the Taliwan government， 
called the murder "a personal act,” and expressed， most 
peculiarly，his preference toO be returned to0 Taiwan from 
whence he barely escaped at great perSonal cost in December 
1984， On top of that，we now have 3a high-ranking Talwan 
official，General Wang Sheng，Taiwan's ambassador to Para- 
guay，openly calling for extradition of Taliwan criminals 1n 
Brazil back to Taiwan，presumably，including Tung Kucl-sen.

Whether Tung will be extradited to the US or deported to 
Taiwan is a _ matter to be decided ultimately by the Brazilian 
8government. In the meantime，we are compelled to express 
our disbelief that such contradictory statements were allowed 
to Surface at the time when the court is in the process of 
making a final decision. We are at a total loss as to how 
Tung could be interviewed by 3a Talwan-controlled newSspaper 
when his case is Stll pendin8. We further wonder 1f both the 
Brazllian and US governments are aware of the conflicting 
testimonles now bein8g circulated in the Chinese-language press. 
If it is truce that Tun8g can avoid extradition Solely by 
pleading political motives for the assassination， what he 
testified in court fits perfectly with his expressed desire to go0 
back to Talwan and with Taliwan's interest in brin8ging him 
backK BuUut to restc hisi case on politicalmotivationmis to 
contradict Taliwan's ion8g-standing denlial of having anything to 
do with the Liu murder，even after the conviction of its 
jntelligence_ chief. 


Which then is worse: to allow Tung to come to the US to 
face uninhibited，public scrutinies or to have him deported 
back to _ Taiwan where another orchestrated trial could be 
staged?

In other words，achieving the 1le8al objective is first 
and foremost， Whatever political damage to come from that 
would be repaired by political propaganda to follow.

SAN FRANCISCO - Repre- 
Sentatives of the Bureau of 
the Census，US Dept. of Com- 
merce，met with Asian com- 
munity groups' on Thursday， 
April 3 at Japan Center， 
rcgarding the upcoming 1990 
cenSsus and outreach efforts 
to the Asian community. 

The data gathered from the 
census will be used in deter- 
mining the amount of fund- 
ing made available to commnu- 
nity agenciecs. The data 
remains Unchanged for ten 
years -_ until the next general 
census.， The agencies also use 
the census data to help deter- 
mine what services are neces- 
Sary in the community. 

The focus of the discussion 
revolved around the difficul- 
ties in producing an accurate 
census Of the Asian commu- 
nity，and possible solutions to 
these problems. 

The largest problem is the 
ljanguage barrier. Census 
questionnaires are available 
in English only. 


HOUSING UNIT 


Second，there is the prob- 
lem of how to define what is 
and what is not considered a 
group housing unit (which is 
counted differently than a 
household)， This is an espe- 
clally acute problem in Chi- 


natown and areas with a 
high concentration of new 
immigrants because unrelated 
families often share living 
quarters. 

In the past，a 8roup hous- 
ing _ unit was defined as six 
unrelated people 1living in the 
Same quarters; the current 
definition is ten unrelated 
people living in the same 
quarters. What should be the 
determlining number，and how 
can _ residential hotels be 
defined? (Residential hotels 
are currently not defined as 
group housing units.) 

Third，although the Bureau 
of the Census has federal 
advisory committees to give 
them feedback on the various 
minority groups，the members 
of these committees may not 
fully understand the problems 
of reaching the community 
they represent. 

There were several Sugges- 
tions as to how to solve these 


problems. First， bilingual 
cnumerators should be hired 
to canvass nelghborhoods 


with high concentrations of 
non-English speaking resi- 
dents. Minority families may 
better understand the pur- 
poses Of the census and be 
more comfortable answering 
questions asked in their own 
language. However，because 


of civil service requirements 
that employees be US citi- 
zens，recruitment of bilingual 
cnumerators is extremely 


difficult， The Bureau of the 
Census has asked for a 
walver of this _ requirement in 
order to assist the recruit- 
ment of bilingual enumera- 
tors. 


TOLL-FREE LINES 


The Bureau is also consid- 
ering Setting up toll-free 
telephone lines and local

To Key Posts 


MANILA - In an unprece- 
dented move，President Cora- 
zon Adquino appointed Chi- 
nese Filipino inSsurance cxXecu- 
tive Yang Ying-lin，602，her 
ambassador to the People's 
Republic of China. Yan8g 
became the first Filipino of 
Chinese _ descent to be 
appointed to Such a post. 

Yang is the chairman of 
several large firms in insSur- 
ance，long distance telephone 
and banking. 

Another Chinese Filipino 
Zhou Ching-yli was named the 
ambassador to Singapore. 

Both positions are widely 
regarded as key appointments 
because of the importance of 


these two countries to _ the 
Philippines. 

In- another key appoint- 
ment， Adquino put Claudio 


Teehankee in charge of the 
Supreme Court of the Philip- 
plines. Claudio Teehankee 
was the justice who adminis- 
tered the Swear-in ceremony 
at her inauguration. 

Earlier， Aquino appointee 
Chinese Eilipino Jaime Ong- 
pin the minister of finance， 
considered one of the most 
powerful positions in her 
cabinet. Jaime Ongpin is the 
younger brother of Roberto 
Ongpin，the former finance 
minister under the Marcos 
administration. 

AlsoO appointed are Wang 
Hai-mian the vice minister OF 
agriculture and Bienvenido 
Tan -head of the Regulatory 
Agency. 

In an open letter to _ Chi- 
neSse Filipinos， Aquino pro- 
mised that Chinese would be 
invited "to assist- her and to 
help build a properous and 
stable nation.” "We have about 
one million Chinese.， On an 
averagec，ecach one helps sup- 
port five persons. The Chi- 
nesec therefore are a major 
factor in Philippine society. 
TI hope the Chinese Filipinos 
will give me a hand in our

CONFIDENCE 


Expressing his confidence 
in the outcome of the case， 
the embassy  Spokesman 
said， "From Our point of 
view，Tung is just a hired 
killer. There should be no 
question about his extradi- 
tion. 

The _ following day，March 
31，the Associated Press (AP) 
in aa story from Brasilia， 
quoting an unidentified 
source jn the US embassy， 
said that Tung declared him- 
self an intelligence operative 
of the KMT government in 
Taiwan and that he was 
ordered by the MT 8govern- 
ment to kill Henry Liu. 
Tung， according to the 


embassy spokesman，said that 
in court hearings and in his 
legal brief. 

The AP story was reported 
prominently in all major 
Chinese-language dailies of 
all political persuasions in 
their April 1 issue，dated 
however，April 2. 

All the papers in addition 
carried a statement of an 
unidentified spokesman of 
Taiwan's intelligence agency 
from Taipei，denying Tung's 
claim that he was a Taiwan 
intelligence agent， 

"Since Liu's murder was 
carried out by former in- 
telligence chief Wang Hsi-ling 
amdEChenchi-Tofi the 
United Bamboo，it has noth- 
ing to do with the govern- 
ment,” Salid the spokesman. 
He reiterated the govern- 
ment's claim that Wang did it 
for "personal" reasons. 


REVERSAEL 


It was three days 1later that 
the exclusive trans-Pacific 
phone interview with the 
上 KMT-controlled United Daily 
News occurred in which 
Tung reversed Several key 
points in his earlier testi- 
mony. 

In the half-hour interview 
arranged by the Brazilian 
immigration authority，Tung 
"firmly denied” he ever said 
he was an intelligence opera- 
tive of the Taiwan govern- 
ment._ He claimed that the 
court interpreter mis- 
interpreted his testimony in 
court.，， He :said .when- he 
found out the misquotations 
in the 1local Chinese newSspa- 
eeT he immediately 
demanded corrections. 

Also in a major departure 
from his earlier testimony， 
Tung Said，"The Liu murder 
is my personal act. It has 
nothing to do with the nation 
(Ialiwan) and my family,” 

The interviewer，however， 
did not ask him what he per- 
Sonally had against Henry 
Liu nor did he ask him how 
hlis family，who is in Taiwan， 
is connected to his case. 


The third key point in the 
interview，and by far the 
most peculiar，is Tung's 
unexpected desire to return 
to Taiwan， He said，"I told 
the prosecutor 工 wanted to 
return to Taiwan to be tried 
under the laws of my own 
country,” 

Conspicuously absent among 
the interview questions jis 
Tung's earlier claim that 
Taiwan was trying to kill 
him to prevent him from dis- 
closing the full story of Liu's 
Imurder. 


FLIGHT 


At great expense and under 
extremely difficult conditions 
Tung managed to flee 
Taiwan after his two associ- 
ateSaChenChiisandsWY 
Tun，and over one thousand 
United Bamboo members were 
arrested in an island-wide 
dragnet. He first fled to the 
Philippines，then Thailand 
and lastly Brazil where he 
was arrested on September 20 
last year at the request of 
the US government. 

Before his flight，he wrote 
a lengthy confession outlining 


his role in the assassination 
Of Liu and bitterly 
denounced those who 


betrayed him and his associ- 
ates (上 E/W 4/10/8$)，、His testi- 
mony in Brazilian court lent 
authenticity to the substance 
of the confession， 

Both Chen and Wu，along 
with Vice Adm， Wang Hsi- 
ling，were convicted last year 
in Taiwan for the murder of 


Liu and sentenced to 1life 
imprisonment. 
The interviewer did not 


ask him why he wanted to 
return to Taiwan and face a 
Similar fate. 

Meanwhile，in Taipei，Gen- 
eral Wang Sheng， Taiwan's 
ambassador to Paraguay，pub- 
licly called on the Ministry 
of Justice to seek extradition 
of known Taiwan criminals 
in Brazil at a press confer- 
ence on April 3$. He com- 
plained that several known 
criminals had escaped to 
Brazil during the island-wide 
dragnet aimed at organized 
crimes. 

Tung 和 Kuei-sen fits the 
description even though Wang 
made no direct reference to 
him. If Wang was referring 
to Tung，it may place the US 
and Taiwan on a collision 
course Over Tung'Ss extradi- 
tion. 

Wang was one of the few 
ambassadors called back to 
Taiwan to attend a plenary 
SecSsion of the KMT party. 
Wang， as ITecently as five 
years ag0，was considered the 
Second most powerful man 
next to President Chiang 
Ching-kuo and rumored to be 
heir apparent._ He was cred- 
ited for maintaining stability 
and order in Taiwan. How- 
ever，he was abruptly brought 
down and sent to Paraguay， 

"The Brazilian president is 
extremely friendly to our 
government,” Wang told the 
preSs,. "We are in the process 
of negotiating for his visit 
ee 

When asked what he 
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thought of the latest develop- 
ment in Brazil，L.， Ling-chi 
Wang，chair of the Committee 
to Obtain Justice for Henry 
Liu，said， "We are outraged， 
but not Surprised，that con- 
tradictory Statements have 
now surfaced in Brazil. 
Since Henry Liu's death，we 
have repeatedly come across 
massive government cover-up， 
half-truth， disinformation， 
intimidation， Hollywood-style 
trlals and utter contempt for 
truth. I just hope the judi- 
cial process Of the Brazilian 
Supreme Court has not been 
tampered or lntervened by 
any Outslide party.” 

ASs an example，he cited 
the contradictory statements 
of Chen Chi-li both before 
andaktteraihisW arrecsand 
"Taiwan's repeated，but failed 
efforts” -toconvinceaathe 
people in Taiwan and in the 
US that it played no role in 
the assassination.

He 
recommends InVvestment In elec- 
tronlcs, textiles, processing of sea-

The State Council has passed 
regulations that accord overseas 
Chinese investment with preferen- 
tal treatment，whbich includes ex- 
emption from income tax for three 
to fve years and access to the dn- 
mestic market. 

Chen indicated that the empha- 
Sis of the Present economic plan- 
ning is on transSportation and power 
generatlon . 

A bridge ls being constructed to 
link Shuwkou and Gongyi 一 to the 
north of the county 一 which for 
years have relljed on transport by 
sampans.

PORT 

To the South，state-allocated 
funds are fnancing the port de- 
velopment project in Guanghail， 
which also involves building a har- 
bor with mooring capability of ves- 
sels of up to 3;000 tonnage:

needs. 

Education has enjoyed Signif- 
cant growth. There are 430-plus 
elementary and secondary Schools 
in the county，with 160;000 stu- 
dents and 12;000 teachers. Over 
the past 30 years，the number of 
Students admitted into college aver- 
ages 350 a year ranklng among the 
best ln the county. Overseas Chil- 
nese have contributed greatly，es- 
pecially In making donations to 
bulld schools. 

Just as In other felds，there 1s 
Stll much to be done in education . 
上 FEor example，teacher education 
crles out for Improvement. There 
are Only tens of teachers who are 
college graduates. 

TELEVISION 

The county ls making plans to 
build an education televlsion sta- 
toOn to provlde teacher education， 
Vocation education，and a_ venue 
for VlSlting Overseas Chinese to in- 
troduce new technology. 

A _ committee to raise funds for 
thls Project has been set Up with 
headquarters in San Francisco，

They .been chosen 
for their historic interest and 
artistic value. Although 
]acquer has been used in 


China for thousands of years， 
it was during the Song period 
(AD 960-1279) that lacquer 
forms reached new heights of 
elegance and Simplicity. 

Techniques used during this 
time were refined in the 
Succeeding Yuan period (AD 
1279-1368)，which then devel- 
oped Some of the most excit- 
ing _ innovations in the deco- 
Iatlon of lacquers. 

The Simplest method of 
decoration was the coating of 
bamboo or wooden cores with 
glossy black， :brown -or 
brownish red lacquer， The 
object could then be painted 
with gold. 

A-circular box carved with 


dragons illustrates _ another 
technlique -- that of applying 
multiple layers of ]acquer， 


then carving through_ some of 
the layers to create a deslgn 
in deep relief.
